Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 1-16, 23-26, 38-41, 43-50, 51-75 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. There is no support for 
the addition of the phrase "wherein if X indicates 0, said amorphous SnAX alloy... from 
0.05 atomic % to 5 atomic% and wherein if X indicates F, ...from 0.05 atomic% to 5 
atomic%".

3. Claims 28, 30, 32, 34-35, 37 are allowed. 
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Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Okamoto et al. (JP 8-1 15745, abstract) teaches a battery comprising a negative 
electrode comprising Lii.ioSnTi 2 S 5 [1 /9 =11. 1 atomic %] and teaches that the negative 
electrode comprises SnTi 2 S 5 [1/8= 12.5 atomic %] on page4, lines 1-10 of the patent. 

Goda et al. (EP 0 823 741) teaches on page 26 that the negative electrode 
comprise SnMn0.5O1.5 or SnFeO.501.5 [1/3 =33.3 atomic % but the atomic % ofOis 
1.5/3=50 atomic %].
